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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rotating reflector directly 
reflecting the ultrasonic signal to and from the transducer when there is a fixed reflector also in 
communication with the channel for reflecting the ultrasonic signal (as found in claim 4) must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

3. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach and/or suggest an ultrasonic inspection device comprising, in combination 
with the other recited elements, a locking mechanism comprising a spring-loaded ball and 
detent assembly. The closest prior art is that of Cowan (US 3,121,324) and Dory (US 
3,791,201) which teach, respectively, utilizing a locking screw and a screw in combination with a 
spring to adjust and hold the angle of the reflective mirror in the ultrasonic testing system. There 
is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art of record to utilize a spring-loaded ball and detent 
assembly for locking the angle of the ultrasonic testing system.
